Through Commission action, the 
following rules and regulations 
were adopted for the multiple use 
program in the J. W. Corbett Wild- 
life Management Area. 

1. No guns, dogs or trapping de- 
vices allowed, except during hunt- 
ing season.

3. Enter and leave the area by 
the North checking station (S. R. 
Highway 710). 

4. Do not disturb Commission 
property. 

5. Do not dig up or cut trees, 
plants or vegetation of any kind.

8. No permanent camp struct- 
ures permitted. 

9. Remember this is your area, 
treat it as such.
